Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner initiated the interview and suggested amending claim 1 by 
adding the limitation of either claim 8 or claim 10 in order to render claim 1 allowable. The Disgo reference teaches the 
storage of a security program in the flash memory portion of a secure flash memory device (claim 1); however, neither 
the prior art of record nor the Disgo reference specifically teach the storing of at least a portion of a security program in 
the microcontroller of a secure flash memory device (claim 8 and claim 10).
